Report of the 


Board of Kducation 


OF THE 


‘BETHLEHEM HIGH AND GRADED SCHOOLS 


A. good degree of improvement has been made during 
the year in all the grades. Pupils have come to 
understand that close application to work brings good 
results. 

Two years ago the Board of Education was fortu- 
nate in securing Mr. Samuel A. Burleigh as Princinal 
of the High School and Superintendent of the lower 
grades. Mr. Burleigh has proved himself to be a man 
of unusual talent, showing his ability not only in the 
class room, but in more general directions. He has 
fine literary appreciation and marked executive ability. 
It is largely through his earnest and faithful work that 
the schools have attained their present high standing. 

The Board of Education has requested Mr. Burleigh 
to submit to the people, through the medium of the 
Town Report, a statement of the improvements made in 
and about the school building during the last few years, 
and to outline the needs of the schools us he sees them 
from a superintendent’s standpoint. 

_In closing, we would bespeak the hearty co-operation 
of the parents in order that even greater progress may 
be made.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


In compliance with the request of the School Board, 
I take pleasure in submitting for the consideration of 
the voters of the whole Town of Bethlehem a brief out- 
line of some of the improvements’ that have aided in 
bringing Bethlehem graded schools up to their present 
enviable position among the schools of Northern New 
Jiampshire. 

Five years ago there was no intermediate grade, 
pupils passing directly from the primary to the gram- 
mar, by which arrangement the teachers of both these 
rooms practically taught, or attempted to teach, five 
grades. At that time the intermediate was established 
and the results have shown in all the rooms. 

Then a course of study was adopted, modelled after 
those of the best schools in New England, with such 
modifications as seemed, after careful study, to render 
them best adapted to fit the needs of Bethlehem schools. 
The requirements of the course were high, and to bring 
the grades up to the standard no promotious were made 
between the second and tenth grades last spring. 

Besides these changes, there have been some addi- 
tions to the equipment of the school, the value of which 
is, perhaps, greater than many realize. ‘hese include 
a fine set of Rand-McNally maps, furnished by the 
School Board; a fifteen-volume set of the International] 
Kneyclopedia, purchased by the school; a substantial 
addition to our physical laboratory; a valuable collec- 
tion presented by the late Charles A. Siaclair, and a 
small geological collection. Nor will it be out of place 
~ to mention the introduction of furnace heat and the 
up-to-date system of ventilation and plumbing which 
have contributed largely to the health and comfort of 
the pupils. 

A word about the collections: Last spring Mr. A. R. 
Burton, of Littleton, a former resident of Betblehem, 
since deceased, sent for the writer and said to him: 
“People have been giving to all these other schools about 
here; I want to do something for Bethlehem”—and he 
presented our school with an excellent, though small, 
collection of geological specimens, nearly all gathered 
by himself in this vicinity. 
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Several years ago Mr. Charles A. Sinclair purchased 
a collection which includes 28,000 minerals, besides a 
smaller collection of ‘anthropological and zoological 
specimens. Had he lived, it was: Mr. Sinclair’s purpose 
to erect a suitable building for a museum and present 
it to the town for the use of the school. Last summer 
the school district, seeing the advantage to the school 


: of having such a collection put in shape, where it can 


be of use to the pupils, at a special meeving voted to 
Peete an addition on the north side of the school build- 
,ing. This addition is two and one-half stories, the 
inside dimensions being 24x28 feet. © The first story 


Gi. contains ‘the minerals of the Sinclair’ and the Burton 
collections in six large, double cases. The second story 


contains two cases of animals, and birds with nests and 
,eggs, and three cases of curios. Space is also provided 
for such additions to the collections as friends of the 
school may make from time to time. 
: General George T. Cruft has been a staunch friend 
of Bethlehem schools, ever foremost in promoting their 
welfare. With his customary generosity Genera] Cruft 
bore the entire expense of moving and setting up the 
collections, together with a bill for storing, amounting 
in all to over two hundred dollars: Thanks are due 
Dr. Hildreth for donating a bill which he had against 
the collection, and for taking charge of arranging the 
specimens. The lady teachers have also given consid- 
erable time. 

All these improvements have necessarily cost, but 
no one ever had cause to regret money wisely expended 
for educational purposes, and Bethlehem people will 
never regret or wish back the, expenditures rendered 
necessary by any. of these changes. 

Of course, the school still has needs, just,as a child 
outgrows and wears out his clothes. We need an extra 
teacher who can assist‘in the high room and, if desired, 
take charge of music and drawing in all the rooms, thus 
_ affording regular teachers opportunity to better do 
work in which they cannot now do themselves full 
justice from lack of time. , The second story of the 
addition is excellently adapted for use as a class room, 
affording the best possible place for equiping a small 
laboratory for physics and chemistry, branches which 
should not be taught in the school room used for study; 
and: with everything at hand for teaching geology and 
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zoology. I realize that under present conditions in- 
creased expenditures are not advisable unless absolutely 
necessary; but it can,.do no harm to suggest these im- 
provements. No one, ever succeeded. who. was not 
possessed of. wisdom to recognize future. needs and fore- 
thought to. provide for them. I believe if the, people 
of the town district are approached in the proper way, 
arrangements can. be made of mutual advantage, that 
will be of great and lasting benefit. to the whole town. 
In. closing, I wish to acknowledge. my obligations 
to the associate teachers whose deep interest and hearty 
co-operation in the work has made possible the progress 
we have made, and to the parents and citizens. who have 
assisted in making my two. years’. work in Bethlehem 
very pleasant. cen | ;
